Bowen Lifts 
Water Ban 


Board Clears 
Appointments 


The Selectmen collected at Town 
Hall early Wednesday morning for 
the raising of a flag to proclaim 
the end of a water ban that has kept 
residents on an alternate water- 
use schedule since last summer, 

The banner carried the legend, 
‘Our Pond Runneth Over!’* making 
reference to the fact that the town’s 
major reservoir, Haggetts’ Pond 
is literally brim full. 

Unrestricted use of water will 
now be permitted, Manager 
Richard Bowen reported in an- 
nouncing, an end to the restrictions 
he established last year to stabilize 
water use, Prior to imposition of an 
alternate schedule for lawn 
watering and car washing last 
summer, Andover had gone through 
a period of extreme restrictions 
which became necessary as the 
level of Haggett’s dropped seven 
and eight feet below its normal 
hot-weather level, 

This situation was relieved 
somewhat last spring when the town 
pumped its first water from the 
runoff of Fish Brook into the main 
water supply after having con- 
structed a restraining dam tocatch 
the spring flow, But the dam was not 
completed in time for a totalcatch 
and Haggett’s remained well below 
desirable levels through the 
summer of 1966, 

A wet winter and an abundant 
runoff have now permitted 
Haggett’s to be replenished, Of the 
water now held there, 200 million 
gallons has been pumped from Fish 
Brook since the thaw, This re= 
presents two to two and one half 
feet in the pond level,

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Editorial Comment 


No Promises, Please! 


The cry that town officials are tossing money down the 
drain by refusing to reuse the plans drawn for the Henry 
C. Sanborn (elementary) School, something of an issue in 
the last municipal campaign, is still being raised. 

The assistant superintendent of schools, Vaughn Clapp, 
and Virginia H. Cole of the School Committee were asked 
some pointed questions on this subject at two PTA 
meetings last week when they appeared on the program to 
discuss the Crimp Report and its projections for future 
pupil enrollment and space needs. 

The explanation is a simple one. By the time the new 
Bancroft School is ready ‘for occupancy, it will have been 
more than eight years since the Sanborn School opened its 
doors and longer than that since the blueprints for its 
design left the architect’s drawing boards. 

In the interim there has been broad acceptance of 
numerous techniques for improving the quality and effec- 
tiveness of elementary school education, accompanied by 
a growing feeling here that Andover’s elementary curri- 
culum should increasingly reflect these advances. 

Consequently the educational specifications for the 
planned Southeast school are quite different from those 
drawn 10 years ago for the Sanborn School. If they are to 
be met, the new school must be highly flexible, permitting 
a freedom in educational programming that was not pre- 
scribed in the Sanborn specs. 

These are the cold, costly facts. 

From these facts we should learn one lesson: unless 
schools are to be built within a year or two of one 
another, it is wishful thinking to believe that plans for 
their construction can be reused or even adapted for 
reuse. It is a mistake for school or building committees 
to sell individual projects on this basis and certainly a 
mistake for them to commit the leadership of a future time 
to such an idea. This can only lead to the sort of con- 
fusion and misunderstandings that have arisen over the 
Sanborn-Southeast school affair. 

The town cannot, of course, abandon schools as rapid- 
ly as they become dated. But neither can it prudently 
establish a policy of building obsolescence into new 
facilities for the sake of being frugal. This is particularly 
true in a time when education is undergoing considerable 
change. 

It is not at all inconsistent to point out, however, that 
the town may soon be presented with the first practical 
opportunity in its history to consider the reuse or re- 
design of a set of school plans. If a new elementary 
school is to be built in West Andover right on the heels 
of the Bancroft School, as educators say it must be, then 
it is not beyond possibility that the plans for its design 
can be adapted from those now being prepared for South 
Andover. 

It is a hope well worth investigating. But please, no 
promises! saat 


One Final Right 


The Legislature’s Joint Committee.on Legal Affairs has 
reported favorably on a bill which would make it legal for 
persons to arrange in advance of death for their bodies to 
be given as gifts for medical research or for certain 
tissues and organs: to be transplanted to the living. 

Approval of the legislation would mean that the final 
decision about such gift-giving could be made by the 
donor himself instead of by the next of kin after death. 

The law proposed stipulates clearly that a person of 
21 years of age or older can commit himself to such a gift 
in a written document witnessed by three others and that 
gifts of this sort may be made to hospitals or other re- 
search organizations or to any medical school licensed by 
the Commonwealth. 

A similar bill was debated last year and opposed with 
such an array of special interest arguments that the 
measure died in the waning days of the 1966 session. 
Hopefully this year the Legislature will not permit the 
issue to become so clouded. 

If ever there was anything that a man has a right to 
decide for himself it is this, the matter of what disposi- 
tion shall be made of his body after death, If the sensi- 
bilities of his family, or the dictates of his church or the 
customs of society are to be considered, it is he who 
should consider them and weigh the merits of a post 
mortem gift in che balance, 

No one should be permitted to interfere with the right of 
a man to enoble himself with a final gesture. 

It could be the one act in a lifetime of living that would 
give his existence real meaning.

As Others See It 


Initiative For Peace 


New York Times, April 9 

The burden of leadership for a 
nation at war is the constant 
weighing of risks, Possible losses 
and dangers have to be judged 
against prospective gains. This is 
as true for statesmen seeking 
peace as it is for commanders in 
the field waging war. 

The conflict in Vietnam is typical 
of most wars in which neither side 
can reasonably expect to destroy 
the other and both are pressing 
military advantages to gain bare 
gaining strength, 

In modern democracies, the 
interplay between arms and diplo- 
macy is more difficult to conduct 
than in past ages because vast 
electorates look on, and the press 
and the opposing political parties 
are quick to criticize. Yet the 
paradox remains true in Vietnam 
as in past wars: that the nation 
wages war the better to make 
peace, and does both at the same 
time, 

A bombing strike or a harbor 
blockade may be militarily desir- 
able but have diplomatic conse- 
quences that are too risky or un= 
predictable; similarly, a diplo- 
matic move which ‘would be 
splendid if it succeeds may have 
untoward military consequences if 
it fails, Everything depends upon 
the ends in view and an assess~ 
ment of the comparative risks. 

eee ee 

Two statesmen have adverted to 
this central problem in recent 
days, One was President Johnson 
who, in awarding the Medal of 
Honor to the parents of a soldier 
killed in Vietnam, remarked that 
he was ‘‘haunted’’ by the thought 
that the young man had been killed 
by a grenade shipped from North 
Vietnam during the 37-day bombing 
pause early last year. Mr. John= 
son said; ‘‘Those who are urging 
an unconditional cessation of 
bombing should ask themselves: 
‘What are the consequences?” 

There is no doubt that North 
Vietnam has used past truces to 
reinforce and re-equip Communist 
troops, But making peace involves 
risks, particularly when the sus= 
picion and hostility between the 
opposing governments are as thick 
as they are today between the 
United States and North Vietnam, 
An unconditional pause in the 
bombing for a limited time might 
mean more American casualties 
later - or it might mean an end to 
all casualties in this war, 

U Thant said last week that the 
impasse can only: be broken “‘if 


one side or the other shows the 
wisdom and the courage and the 
compassion for humanity to take 
the initiative on a first step, ., 
The United States, with power and 
wealth unprecedented in human 
history, is in a position to take 
this initiative,”’ 

We believe that of these two 
positions, the Secretary General 
stands on stronger ground than the 
President, The chance of achieving 
a breakthrough to peace is a great 
enough gain to justify the risk of 
increased infiltration from the 
North, Whether a serious negotia 
tion is attempted now or 4 year or 
two years from now, there will be 
military risks, As much the 
stronger power, the United States 
can afford to take the initiative 
for peace,

And what are conglomerates? 
Multi-market corporations, highly 
sophisticated management com= 
bines that pursue stability with 
policies based on that age-old 
piece of advice about not putting 
all your eggs in one basket, 

At Standard the pursuit is one 
of whirlwind activity generated by 
a man with the instincts of a 
gambler and the penetrating in= 
tellect of a first rate district 
attorney - Daniel E, Hogan Jr., 
president of a corporation with 
total assets of roughly 5 million 
and annual sales at the rate of 
approximately $75 million, By the

investor interest, 


From headquarters offices in 
Andover, SIC’s management team 
oversees the growth of ten 
domestic divisions and one foreign 
unit, shepherding the operation of 
manufacturing facilities that pro- 
duce such unrelated items as 
Sunday School literature, surgical 
instruments, Teflon pots, engraved 
embossing rolls, paper bags, 
Coca-Cola and an array of house= 
hold sprays and cleaning agents,

Standard International was born

Bolten came to the United States 
in 1929 from Nuernberg, Germany 
where in the years after World 
War I he built one of the leading 
hard-rubber comb and plastics 
businesses in the industry,
